The Unlvcnlty, which on Mon- 
day announced that Trimcstcrc 
would probably be adopted ior the 
duration, was not alone In its hesi- 
tancy in malclng . that decision. The 
American college mind, scnerally . is 
dubious over the expediency of this 
issue, even though coUcgcs and 
universities in every part ot the 
country are adopting the shorter 
course plan. 

A majority of only 56 percent ,o{ 
the American college students be- 
lieve the speedup will benefit the 
students themselves, according' to 
the national poll conducted last 
week by Student Opinion Surveys 
'ot America. SOS reports that the 
nation's students arc opposed to 
such a program as a post-war, -long- 
term objective. More than two- 
thirds of those interviewed declar- 
ed that after the war is over they 
would .rather go to school a full 
four years for their degrees. 

Questions and answers in the 
cross-sectional poll were: 

"Some colleges are shortenlng the 
time to get a degree from four to 
three years. Do you think this will 
be beneficial or not to students 
themselves?"

Typical protests on little time for 
additional courses came from stu- 
dents who work while attending 
school. More than half of the male 
students and more, than a third of 
the co-cds earn at least a por}ion 
of their college expense, SOS has 
found. Thirteen percent of the men 
and nearly five percent of the wo- 
men earn all expenses. 

Meanwhile, colleges all over the 
country continue to announce new 
speed-up schedules. Leading in 
speed-up is the University of Chi- 
cago, which Is offering a degree in 
two years.

Seeks Grants 

Brief Sent to 
Goverhment^isks 
For Scholarships 

The Ontario branch of the S.Ç.M. 
has presented a petition to the On- 
tario Legislature regarding the 
adoption of the Domlnion-Provln 
clal Youth Training Plan in On 
tario Universities. .Every university 
in the. province is represented in 
the campaign. ' . , 

If the Provincial Government ac> 
cepts this proposal, it- will co-oper- 
ate with the Dominion Government 
in donating scholarships to Ontario 
Universities up to the sum of $30,' 
ODD. Many of the other provinces 
have made similar requests, and a 
campaign was staged In Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick at the 
same time as the Ontario petition. 
The request, together with a brief,' 
was presented to Dr. Duncan Mc 
Arthur, Minister of Education, the 
week ot Feb. 16. i 

The brief emphasizes the Import- 
ance and necessity of higher cduca' 
tion in the war effort as regards 
the training of officers for the arm- 
ed forces, and as to the training of 
doctors, chemists, engineers and 
technicians of all kinds. 

It then indicates that there has 
been a marked increase in the en- 
rolment in the Medical and Engin- 
eering faculties, and as there is 
greater need for graduates in this 
field, more students should be aid 
ed by Covertunent grants. ^ 

In conclusion, the brief points out 
that only 5 pc'r cenL of the students 
come from farms, and therelore 
more scholarships ought to be 
granted to rural areas.

Post- War Aims 
Are Secondary, 
Says Masaryk 

Toronto, Ont., February 10.— (C. 
U.P.)— Warning against undue em: 
phasis on post-war planning while 
the war is yet to be won was sound- 
ed by Dr. Jan Masaryk, Foreign 
Minister of the Czechoslovakian 
Government in exile. In an address 
to students here today. 

The Foreign Minister warned 
against exercising moral and religi' 
ous principles which are Demo- 
cracy's background because 'They 
will make us do thbigs which may 
be detrimental to oiir' struggle. We 
must beat gangsters with their own 
weapons," the speaker afflnned.

"By being as well equipped as they 
and having a moral background of 
which we are not ashamed, we will 
win the war," he continued.

Eight shivering McGill stu- 
dents sat in the snows covering 
the higher slopes of Mount 
Royal waiting for a signal— a 
rocket explosion which would 
be the sign for the giant "V for 
Victory" to be lighted, as. the 
opening of the Victory Beacon 
Ceremonies held last night at 
Fletcher's Field. 

As the rocket exploded, the 
students began lighting the two ' 
hundred Ilaries wl^lch were ar- 
ranged previously in the V . 
form, just below the cross on 
the eastern slopes of Mount 
Royal. Soon the victory signal 
could be seen >in brilliant red 
color, twice as high as the cross, 
from the ceremony at the field, 
and from all of the eastern sec- 
tion of the'city. 

Prelude to this demonstration 
was a double parade, on pro- 
eeeding from, the McGill cam- 




pus, and the other from Pare 
Lafontaine, which converged on 
the ceremonial grounds just in 
front of the central signal sta- 
tion on Fletcher's Field.^ Here 
the giant bonfire of old Christ- 
mas trees had been built, and 
soilnd trucks blared martial 
music out to the crowds gather- 
ed for the ceremony. 

AtrasO^last night, the stu- 
dents on" the mountain saw the 
first torches pnx^ecdingupfrom 
Sherbrooke street to Pine 
Avenue, and. the light from the 
kerosene-filled torches was the 
alert signal to the waiting stu- 
dents. .

"A planned Canadian economy, 
based on a better, newer, and freer 
international order is the basis on 
which Canadians must build," slat- 
ed Khayyam Paltiel last 'night at 
the meeting of the Political Econ- 
omy Club.

The play itself is surefire. It 
can best be described as a light 
comedy; there is nothing heavy 
throughout it, it is pure farce, 
Dealing with the aspirations of 
a sextet of young people who 
wish lo be given a chance to 
show their abilities in the field 
of drama, it races merrily 
through their trials and tribula- 
tions, with romance, semi-nudes, 
and raids by the police, all 
linked together by .continuously 
funny lines.

George 
il cynical and unpredictable, while 
Kate is also cynical, but very level- 
headed. 

Spy on Producer 

Mr. Kenny the producer lives 
downstairs,— he can be^ spied upon,' 
as he occupies himself with his 
hobby, or rather, obsession of cook- 
ing—through holes which the thcs- 
plans have bored in the floor. Mrs. 
Garnet, the landlady, pops vaguely 
In and out, demanding rent, lending 
sympathy, and providing smelling 
salts when needed. Dotty's father 
also drops in occasionally, and it Is 
with great difficulty that the young 
actors manage to keep him from 
finding out that, they are sharing 
his daughter's apartment.

role most amusingly. And Fsm Holl 
as aKte is duly cynical In her cyni- 
cism, and duly level-headed in her 
level-headedness. Mary McCrlm- 
mon plays Muriel, both in her aljhra 
and dead conditions. intcrestliupS'!

Over tlic wires from tlie ToronlOjVar- 
iity last night came a «torj' on a spec'ch 
made to University of Toronto etudente 
by Jan Masnrj'k, Foreign Minister of the 
,iexiled Czcchoslovnltian government. 

Jan Masnrj'k's address was far from 
. Ihe usual run of speeches on the war situa- 
tion. He gave a elear warning tliat democ- 
racies cvcr>'whcre must not place undue 
emphasis on post war planning while the 
.war is yet to be won; ' 

We hope we may be excused if wc add 
a few words of praise and commendation 
to this statement. Universities, especially, 
are prone to puzzle the problems of the 
^;world without taking much action of the 
.problems with which we are face to face. 
' >^ Many of us do not, indeed, eccni to 
have recognized the fact.that all our plan- 
ning will be in vain if wc pay. too little at- 
tention to winning the war. Many of us do 
not seem to have recognized the fact that 
.we can lose this war, in fact, "We arc in 
dreadful danger of losing this war." 
Unfortunately, those who have rccog- 
^ niz6d this fact have, for the most part, 
vented their realization in criticism of the 
existing leaders, looking for the scapegoat; 
in short; doing ever>-thing but the most im- 
portant thing— pulling their weight where 
it counts the most. 

Wc may critieiie our leaders, but we 
must remember that they are. the only 
•„^> leaders we have. We may criticize the 
^rforcès and strategy from our far-off arm 
I'^chairs, but we forget that while new stra 
: ' tcgy and new methods are being developed, 
the war must still go on. We eaonot take a 
holiday to revamp the situation, build up 
^ our 'forces and resources, or form plans for 
*" ]lhe world of tomorrow. 

In the words of Jan Masaryk: "The 
Job is here. The house is afire. First wo 
must put out the fire and thtn rebuild the 
house."

Monster Petition 

fii.. A week ago the Student Cliristian 
" movement at the University of Toronto 
started a campaign for the presentation of 
8 monster petition to the Provincial Gov- 
ernment regarding the adoption of the Do- 
minion-Provincial Youth Training plan in 
"H .Ontario Universities. The University of 
^■^ jToronto was joined by Queens, 'McMaster, 
f ;-Westem, O.A.C. and the .University of Ot- 
tawa. 

• Twelve hundred students were c.\pected 
to sign the petition which was to be sub' 
mitted to the Ontario legislature. If ac- 
cepted, the proposal would mean that the 
Provincial Government w;H cooperate with 
the Dominion Govemmènt on an equal 
'^;basis to grant scholarships to Ontario Uni- 
Kycrsities to the amount of |30,000. 

With the Dominion Government work 
?vîng diligently on matters of immediate im- 
' portanee, it is doubtful whether the peti- 
tion is entirely pertinent and In place. The 
energy expended in proposing this petition 
(Bould have been used to greàtër advantage 
g^fUewhére. .

^A remarkaUe bronze statue In the centre ot

But there was little left for one's imagination: 
the Golden Rule was supreme. One would 
have been more justified i{ one called It a 
memorial, a memorial to mtahty Neptune and 
to masses of, shiny, new metal. However, it 
had chfU'acler; character which became more 
pronounced against the background of huge 
sombreros and flih which was nOt far behind 
in size. 

Two worlds met here; strangely without a 
clash, each retained Its own dignity: the statue; 
the sombreros, the fish and their odor. Never- 
thelcu, this was not a Lisbon, this was not a 
Europe. Something of the prehlstorie forest, 
ot the Intcrlore lent Itself to the grim faces 
under the straw. A new history was here in 
the making, a new way of life, a new culture; 
Bomething which was closely .'knit with an ob- 
scure future ... 

, . . I disembarked In a Barque, extraordin- 
arily cheap; half a Mille Rei for an almost 
cross-Channel, since the trip to Illio do Pac- 
quata was a matter of more than an hour and 
a half. 

The sight of the lowland of Nieleroi, with 
its shiny whit« houses and red roofs, Accom- 
panied us all along. The Bay was covered with 
Innumerable Islands and native fishing and 
commercial, stacked high, craft filled the area 
with unusual activity. This must have been 
that which so decidedly reminded one of the 
Levant • 

And there was the island. Thick Jungle 
brush which reached the water edge and 
stretches of white beach that shone with the 
light of the setting sun. Huge egg-like rocks 
with strange vegetation at their top surround- 
ed the island;^ some .half submerged in the 
water and some resting, with their full weight 
against the thick wood. 

Stillness reigned In the whole placo and 
only a few lazy native boats plièd along' the 
numerous bsys. The water was as calm as the 
air was silent. Only from time to time the 
silence would break while a huge bird would 
pull out of a power diva with its eaptured prey 
in Its beak. 

The whole island's population was there to 
meet the Barqua; fat, brown mothers, thin, 
noisy children and the grim faces which hid 
behind the sombreros. « ' 

And behind the small Praca lay the prehls* 
toric wood; the village stretched along the 
beach, on the right. Houses, pink' in colour, 
stood among aged trees in huge, square courts. 
Piles of wood were seen everywhere. 

... I sailed Into the scmi-darkncts; a moist 
darkness that reminded one that here nature 
was supreme. So indeed It wàs. There was no 
stillness here; birds were busy putting to dust 
any Wagner, Tchaikovsky, or Sibelius and 
plants that made an appeal to the gigantic. 

One's individuality was lost. Until the 
darkness set, I Just stood there gazing at what 
must have once been my home. . . . Here no 
man cOuld go idle; no man could even think; 
no man could , maker- war. There was a con* 
tinuous challenge, here, to everything a man 
possessed. ...

GIUSEPPI VERDI 
• The Man and the Genius 

Today there are certain groups of music en- 
thusiasts who consider opera an interior form 
of musicàl entertainment If they would only 
admit it, I believe they would say that Its ex- 
cessive length and complicated score make it 
exceedingly tedious and incomprehensible to 
them. How many of them arc aware of the 
fact that some of Mozart's finest music occur in 
his operas? That Beethoven strove all his life 
to find a suitable libretto for a second opera 
after writing Fldelio, his only 6p6ra. That 
Schubert attempted many times, but failed, to 
produce an opera. 

The greatest creative musical force sInA 
Franz Schubert's death in 1828— Oluscppi Verdi 
—was born In 1813 in extreme poverty at a 
little hamlet at Le Rencolc In Italy, bis father 
being a keeper of one of those inns that re- 
semble more a cowshed than an Inn. ' Each day 
he walked three miles to the tiny hamlet of 
Busseto In the i^rovlnce of Parma. When Verdi 
was eight or thereabouts, his father procured a 
broken-down spinet, which was repaired by a 
neighbouring workman, Cavalettl, and was no 
small source of delight to , little Giuseppi's 
heart (Today it can be seen at the Museum 
at Milan.) 

Just before his nineteenth birthday, Verdi, 
through the kindness of Barerzi, a grocer of 
Busseto, went to Milan but was refused en- 
trance to the Coniervaloire on the grounds of 
being over age. He married Barezzi's daugh- 
ter Margherita in 183« and in 1SS9 produced his 
first 'opera CfeERTO, which all but flopped. 
The second was a decided flop. 

The greatest series of tragedies that could 
happen to any human being befell Verdi at this 
time (1840). His favorite little son died and 
two months later his other "child, a gW, fol- 
lowed by his wife. 

Within three months at 27, Verdi lost his 
beloved wife and children. Such experience 
left Its mark on Verdi— poignancy and tragic 
intensity are to be found In all his great works, 
but they are the fruits of a profoundly ex- 
perienced nature, which consumed and digest- 
ed Its experience. Instead oit rejecting It 

Verdi was of unusually serene. tempframeat 
and enjoyed in later life nAgnitiéeht^heîqth. 
He Is generally deKribed as a man of genius, 
simple and not Intellectual. Quite the con- 
trary, he was a genius in every sense of the 
word. Composing .Verdi's music was no small 
task. His secend.'wlfejwrote: "O Gedl^Grant 
that Verdi shall composé no more operu." Her 
description of him- was as follows: an iron na- 
ture who understood thé mo;t delicate u well 
as the most Inspiring sentiment. 

Here was a man, who, like Mozart, had that 
infallible' touchstone for musical perception; 
wbo masterecl the' )>tÙ9 9i tfaa prsiiett^ m 



well as the great Wagner In his opera AIDA, 
yet could rise so triumphantly as in the aria 
"O Patria Mia" from the same opera, with the 
most exquisite economy of instrumentation tut- 
known since the days of Gluck and' Mozart 

He was no less a master of 'coloratura' 
singing as a means of expression. Note hit 
arias 'Pace! Pace! Mlo DIo' (Mercy 0 Lord) in 
FORZA DEL DESTINO and the Cavatlna In 
ERNANI. At the age of eighty this man who 
had produced such gems as Aids, Ballo In Mai- 
chera, Don Carlos, EmanI, Forza del Destine, 
Macbeth, La Travlata. Rigololto, II Trovatore, 
who had delved In the works of Victor Hugo, 
Dumas, Shelley, and Shakespeare among oth- 
ers, returned once more to the brilliant Shake- 
speare and with the fires of his genius atlU 
ablaze wrote, two of the finest operas'.ln exist- 
éncè—FALSTAFF and OTELLO, the former' an 
adaptation of the 'Merry Wives of Windsor.' 

And this at an age when Inspiration Is dead 
and men are fceblel 

. This week the Metropolitan is broadcasting 
the ever popular and exquisite AIDA with 
Norena Greeo in the title role, Fiedérick Jagel 
as Rhadamei, Bruna Castagna as Amnerls and 
John Charles Thomas as Amonssro. Next week 
will be the equally popular BALLO IN MAB- 
CHERA in which will be featured Stella 
Roman, Bruna Castagna, Josephine Antoine, 
Giovanni Martinclll in his first broadcast this 
seuon since he has taken over thé ontrous du* 
ties of manager of the Chicago Opera Co., 
Richard Bonelli and George Cehanovsky.

Dear Sir: I would like to write 
this letter to commend the manag- 
ing board of the Daily on their ac- 
tion regarding the anonyatlty of.let- 
ters from election candidates In the 
Letter Forum column until after 
the elections. I have not written 
sooner as I thought the improve- 
ment so obvious as not to need 
support : 

However, during the Isst few 
days I have seen a good -deal of 
criticism of this policy In the Let- 
ter Forum column; here I am not 
referring to the long and somewhat 
Uresome tirades of wrath emanat- 
ing from John Randolph, whom, by 
now, surely no one on the campus 
can still take seriously anyway, but 
to the honest and sincere criticism 
of a number of other .students. 

As far as I can see, this does not 
In any way muzzle the candidates; 
anything that they want to say re 
gardlng their beliefs and Intentions 
may be stated In their platforms 
and at the election meetings. Any 
thing thht they want to say for the 
general good of the student' body 
will be printed promptly. The only 
change Is that they will not reflect 
glory back upon themselves. If a 
candidate has anything Important 
enough to say to suffjciently raise 
the.intercst of his readers they can 
easily léarn his name from the Edi- 
tor. 

What it does do is to prevent an 
unfair advantage being gained by 
a certain type of letter-writer, of 
which I myself am a rather blatant 
example. This type of writer does 
not set himself up to carry any In- 
spired new Ideas to the student 
body. His object Is merely to refute 
anything too rank that appears in 
this column; to show the public at 
large, that net all thinking students 
at McGill arc either raving radicals 
or mumbling morons, and to re- 
assure the average student that he Is 
still not tho only person on the 
campus who is capa1>lefnf|tntelli- 
gent and reasoning thought He ex- 
presses the thoughts of the major- 
ity of . McGlll students, summarizes 
them possibly. 

This may or may not be -Intend- 
ed to gain the writer notoriety. In 
the majority of cases probably it is 
not; however, around election times 
a letter of this type can do a great 
deal to influence the voting. It 
aome hundreds of students see a let- 
ter written by. a candidate prac* 
tically reproducing - their own 
thoughts word for word they inevi- 
tably tend to arrive at the conclu- 
sion that the man thinks along the 
some lines as themselves, and that 
he is the obvious man for them to 
vote for. Now It may be that the 
candidate does so think, or It may 
be that he does not think at all I 
do not .believe that every time a 
student sees his own thoughts In 
print that he automatically ques< 
tlons as to wbother the writer was 
an honest man, or whether he is 
merely a confidence ' trickster hi 
disguise. If this is the case; all that 
can be said is, that, 11 is a sorry In 
dictmcnt of the honesty and mu' 
tual trust of our age. 

In conclusion, let me suggest that 
it is not easy to know, your candi- 
date by reading his prepared state- 
ments about himself. The one. way 
to really knOw your candidate Is to 
ask him questions concerning points 
of his policy that he has not made 
public, and then to see if his an- 
swers are satisfactory to'you. The 
only ways in which this can be 
done are either by questioning him 
in private, or by asking questions 
from the floor of the election meet-
